WASHINGTON — By a star­ 
spangled majority the House pass­ 
ed the Wood bill for Communists 
registration. This is a non-partisan 
— an 
American — bill for the 
protection 
and 
defense 
of this 
country. 


While American men, with their 
backs to 
the 
sea, are fighting 
thousands of miles from home for 
the avowed purpose of defending 
human liberty, 
stopping aggres­ 
sion, and preventing the spread of 
Communism in South Korea, the 
majority in Congress deemed *t 
necessary to take action to protect 
the United States from enemies 
within its borders. 


This measure does not outlaw. 
or make a crime, membership in 
the Communist Party. It does re­ 
quire, 
however, 
registration of 
Communist 
Party 
members and 
their active organizations. It re ­ 
quires 
Communist 
organizations 
to f u r n is h a list of officers and 
members along 
with 
other in­ 
formation. It denies passports to 
Communists and to members of 
Communist 
action organizations. 
The bill denies Communists’ pro­ 
curing of classified material. It 
denies them government employ­ 
ment in non-elective offices, ap ­ 
pointed positions within the gov­ 
ernment, and employment in de­ 
fense plants. In short, it denies 
Communists those benefits which 
were either created or conferred 
by the government. 
This is 
not a bill 
passed in 
panic or passion. For months the 
House 
Un-American 
Activities 
Committee gave the action earnest 
and 
careful 
consideration. The 
Committee voted 
the bill unan­ 
imously. This 
bill 
is based on 
legislation passing the House two 
years ago, but it didn’t pass the 
Senate then. 
Much has been said about those 
holding membership in the Com­ 
munist Party possibly losing their 
civil rights. 
It 
is 
difficult to 
imagine one naive enough to be­ 
lieve the Communist Party is a 
political organization in the ac­ 
cepted sense. 
It is, in fact, an 
international 
conspiracy 
where 
each 
individual 
performs duties 
and obligations set forth by the 
men in the Kremlin. 
Certainly, it in no way fulfill* 
our founding fathers’ concept of 
a political party. Communist Party 
members have no allegiance to the 
United States, to our institutions 
or ideals. It is a Party which will 
not rely on 
active 
ch an g es in 
Government 
by 
constitutional 
methods, by normal elections, or 
by education. VNV are dealing with 
a political 
organization 
which 
advosates the 
use of 
force, if 
necessary, to accomplish its pu r­ 
poses. 


Some contend this bill violates 
freedom of 
spe,*ch 
and of the 


Washington 


press, guaranteed 
by 
the first 
amendment. Undoubtedly its ef­ 
fect will be to curtail, insofar a- 
words or 
writing, 
attempts to 
further in this country the in­ 
terest of a 
foreign 
power as 
against the hest interest of thi-^ 
country. It is, however, well recog­ 
nized in a long line of decisions 
that freedom of speech and of the 
press do 
not 
mean 
unbridled 
license to preach or publish any 
■doctrine or contention, no matter 
how vicious, harmful or subver­ 
sive. 


Mr. 
Justice 
Holmes 
said in 
Schenck against United States: 
"W* adm it 
that 
la many 
places 
and in ordinary time* 
the defendants 
in 
saying all 
that was said in the circular 
would have been within their 
constitutional rights; But the 
character or every act depend* 
upon 
the 
circum stances 
in 
which it is 
done. 
The m oil 
stringent 
protection 
of free 
speech would not protect rn men 
in falsely shouting “ Fire" 
in 
rn theater end causing a panic. 
The question in every case i* 
whether the word* used are used 
in such circum stances aud are 
o f such a nature as to create 
a clear and present danger that 
thy will bring about the sub­ 
stantive evils 
that 
Congress 
has a right to prevent." 


Thus I believe this bill to be 
thoroughly within the language of 
the Courts and 
within the four 
walls of the Constitution by pro­ 
viding a method or means to pro­ 
tect our Government against vio­ 
lent overthrow. 
The passage of this bill is m ere­ 
ly one of the steps toward destroy­ 
ing Communism ami overcoming 
its dangers in this country. But 
we must not let anything lull us 
into a sense of security. We must 
continue to be alert to the dangers 
of Communism. Let us not be lulled 
into a sense of security because 
of the relatively small number* 
of Communist Party members in 
the U. S. In 
1946 FBI Chief J. 
Edgar Hoover spoke to the A m e r ­ 
man 
Legion Convention in San 
Francisco, and said: 
“ The fact 
that 
the Com ­ 
munist Party 
in 
the U nited 
State* 
claim* 
tom e 
100,000 
member* has lulled many A m er­ 
ican* into a 
feeling 
of false 
com placency. I would 
not be 
concerned if w e were only deal­ 
ing 
with 
only 100,000 Com­ 
m unists. The Communist* them- 
selves boast 
that 
for every 
party 
member 
there are 
IO 
others ready to do the party’* 
work. These include their satel­ 
lites, 
their 
fellow 
traveler*, 
and their so-called progressive 
and phony liberal allies. They 
have 
m aneuvered 
themselves 
into position where a few C o m ­ 


munists centre! the destinies of 
hundreds whe are either willing 
to be led, or have been duped 
lint* obeying the dictates 
of 
others." 
* 
This bill when passed will en­ 
able us through the FBI, in great 
measure, to keep a better check 
upon the members of the Com­ 
munist Party in this country. This 
is only part of the fight and noth­ 
ing short of an all out continuing 
fight will do the job. Adios.
